On the other hand, all assessments didn’t remain 
constant in St, Albert and if your assessment rose to 
$11,000,00 you would receive even a better break on 
the Provincial Rebate ($302.50), However the St, Albert 
Municipal Tax increased, In St, Albert this year council 
increased the Municipal mill rate over last year by 
six mills, Protestant school levy was incréased 1/2 
mill; Catholic levy up 2,1 mills and this year .8 mill 
was added for hospital, Your home assessment is found 
on your tax notice on the left hand side... fourth line 
from the top, Homeowners may figure out their savings 
by removal of the Provincial Government levy of 27,5 
mills, 

Commercial and industrial properties do not get this 
break and pay the total mills on their assessment, 

Besides the discount to homeowners, special con- 
sideration was given to senior citizens, farmers and 
renters, 

It can be said that St, Albert, Morinville, Bon Accord, 
Gibbons and the MD of Sturgeon this year have a high 
tax rate, In my opinion this comes about in the main 
because of the extraordinary rate of residential growth 
by way of homes and acreages, The growth rate has 
created needs for major utility extensions and for 
street and road maintenance and improvements, At the 
same time the growth rate has resulted in public 
pressure for increased parks and recreation facilities, 
and has necessitated an increase in administrative 
costs as well. In St, Albert for example the work 
volume was such that the staff at Town Hall has been 
more than doubled inthe past year, The Town Hall became 
too small and a need arose for more space, A plan to 
extend the Town Hall was discarded in favour of a new 
facility. 


CHECK THE MANY _ 


St, Albert revenues have been increasing through a 
larger assessment base each year, both residential and 
commercial, Over the past three years a further revenue 
of $600,000,00 has come in during 1972-73 and 74 by 
supplementary assessment allowed by Provincial legisla- 
tion in 1972, 

Supplementary revenues collected included the school 
foundation portion, which was not remitted tothe Provin- 
cial Government, and, the local school board’s supple- 
mentary requisition which were not turned over to the 
boards, Town council also charged 10 per cent collection 
fee, approximately $80,000.00 last year for all school 
taxes, which is difficult to justify since uncollected taxes 
are nil and no discount is offered for payment on time 
which are the bases of the municipal act allowing the 
10 per cent fee, 

Despite the removal of 27.5 mills for school founda- 
tion and these other added revenues, council found it 
necessary to increase municipal taxes this year. 

The obvious fact is that the municipal portion of our 
tax should be considerably higher and the school requisi- 
tions should be considerably lower. 

As MLA, I am endeavouring to find a solution to the 
low total assessment throughout the entire constituency 
and have suggested the formation of a Regional Utility 
Board, Shared assessment (tax dollars) from a major 
industrial park in the MD of Sturgeon could be the start 
on alleviating the high taxes, Such a formulais presently 
being considered by the Provincial Government, A fairer 
distribution of Industrial Tax throughout the entire 
province must be a major aim of the Provincial Govern- 
ment, to go along with their policy and philosophy of 
decentralizing heavy industry . . . 50 to 100 miles out- 
side of urban centres, Wile I am !n complete and full 
agreement with this philosophy, in recent months it 
has prevented major heavy industries such as Shell Oil 
and Synerude from locating in this area which would 
have provided many millions of tax assessment, Non- 
polluting secondary manufacturing plants creating jobs 
and tax dollars for this proposed industrial park are 
just around the corner, What is needed is the co-op- 
eration, work and planning of all elected representatives 
in the constituency,

Shooting Allowed with Permission 


Legislation now bans the discharge of firearms on occupied land 
without prior consent of the landowner or occupant 

The ruling is in a clause of Bill 30, the Wildlife Amendment Act, 
effective August 1st, regulating hunting and shooting in Alberta 
The act also specifies that no person may shoot along, across, or 
from a developed road allowance unless he is hunting game birds 
with a shotgun under the authority of a game bird licence. This is 
in addition to shooting bans in effect on all highways in the 
province. 

All future municipal district and country by-laws relating to firearm 
use will be subject to ministerial approval at the provincial level

Bill 30 


The Wildlife Amendment Act 


1974 


Section 20, with amendments in bold face type, reads as follows: 
1. In this section, “Occupied lands” means 
(a) privately owned land under cultivation or enclosed by a 
fence of any kind and not exceeding one section in area upon 
which the owner or occupant actually resides, and 
(b) any other privately-owned !and which is within one mile of 
the section referred to in clause (a) and which is owned or 
leased by the same owner or occupant. 
2. No person shall hunt any wildlife or discharge any firearm upon 
or over occupied lands or enter upon such lands for the purpose 
of doing so, without the consent of the owner or occupant 
thereof. 


Section 25, with amendinents in boldface type, reads as follows: 

1. Except in the case of a boat propelled by muscular power, no 
person 
(a) shall have a loaded firearm in or on any kind of vehicles or 

boat, or 
(b) shall discharge a firearm from any kind of vehicle or boat, 
whether the vehicle or boat is moving or stationary. 

2. Any firearm having a live shell or cartridge in the breech or 
chamber shall be deemed to be loaded within the meaning of 
subsection (1). 

3. No person shall hunt from an aircraft. 

4. No person, except the owner or occupant, shall 
(a) discharge a firearm, or 
(b) cause a projectile from a firearm to pass within 200 yards of 

any occupied building. 


(5.1) No person shall 
(a) discharge a firearm from, or 
(b) cause a projectile from a firearm to pass along or across a 
developed road allowance in any county or municipal district 
unless he is hunting game birds with a shotgun under 
authority of a game bird licence issued pursuant to this Act 
or the regulations.

Antelope Hunting Season 


Alberta Lands and For- 
ests, Fish and Wildlife divi- 
sion announced August 8, a 
one-week, buck-only antel- 
ope season extending from 
October 21 through October 
26, 

The short season coupled 
with a limited number of 
hunting permits and a mod- 
erate increase in antelope 
numbers allows for future 
herd expansion while ensur- 
ing a high quality hunting 
experience, stresses Fish 
and Wildlife Director, Gor- 
don Kerr, 

Deadline for applications 
to participate in the draw 
for the limited number of 
permits which will be issued 


is August 23 and applica- 
tions must be postmarked 
no later than that date, 

Application forms are 
available at district fish and 
wildlife offices, 

This year the number of 
permits has been set at1,105 
- up 30 from the 1,075 
issued in 1973 - with 50 of 
the allotment reserved for 
non-resident Canadians, 

A bumper kid crop - up 
15 per cent from last year - 
has contributed significantly 
to the overall pronghorn pop- 
ulation increase, Fish and 
Wildlife surveys indicate a 
population of approximately 
10,800 animals, 

It is anticipated that the 


hunter success rate will be 
between 62 and 70 per cent 
for a harvest of approxi- 
mately 750 bucks, 
Successful resident hunt- 
ers will be restricted to one 
licence every two seasons 
while non residents bagging 
a pronghorn will have to wait 
four years before becoming 
eligible for another licence. 
Hunters are warned of am- 
endments to the Wildlife Act 
which outlaw road hunting 
and of restrictions against 
hunting antelope within 50 
years of a vehicle and us- 
ing all terrain vehicles for 
other than afternoon hunts,

Gibbons council 
passes recreation budget

Mr, Coulombe of the Re- 
gional Recreation Board at- 
tended the August 14 meet- 
ing of the Village of Gibbons 
Council to present the 1974 
budget for recreation, After 
a long discussion the council 
passed the regional budget 
of $1,979, which represents 
two mills, 

Councillors protested the 
Regional Recreation request 
that the budget be passed at 
the meeting, not allowing 
sufficient time for them to 
review it, and also the fact 
that the budget was so late, 
The village budget had been 
completed July 31.

Among the displays was 
a coffee grinder at least 75 
years old, and another mem- 
ber had her father’s camp 
kit from World War 1, which 
was used to grind the coffee 
and brew it for the WImem- 
bers, since they were too 
busy to go elsewhere. 

Incidently we are told it 
had a superb flavor and one 
man asked for the pleasure 
of turning the grinder. 

Of course our own Betty 
Albrecht is our expert at 
spinning wool which always 
draws a crowd. A silver 
toothpick which has been in 
the Dalheim family some 
200 odd years was some- 
thing to see, and a cameo 
broach of her grandmother's 
at least a century old, as 
well as a battenberg centre- 
piece, done by her mother 
at least 75 years ago, This 
is a type of needlework few 
have seen. It is not crochet 
nor embroidery but was done 
with a sewing needle and 
fine thread. 

Also displayed were an old 
Norwegian pipe, two sizes of 
button hooks, an old Grade 
V111 school diploma, old 
readers, old greeting cards, 
old jewellery, two cruet sets, 
a water pitcher, sad iron, 
Ukrainian embroidery vase 
and butter print. 

Daphne Kerr had some in- 
teresting letters edged in 
black, one an invitation to 
a funeral, dated inthe 1800's. 

Stephanie Shenfield had 
her grandmother’s diary 
from when she was 2 girl, 
sketches, watches, one dated 
1878 and one a silver nurs- 
ing watch of her mother’s 
in the first world war. 

There was a macedonia 
campstove that uses sterno 
fluid and a Georgian silver 
teaspoon dated back in 1783, 
and two prayer books over 
100 years old, plus the first 
volume of a Charles Dickens 
book; The first volume of 
poems by Samuel Taylor Co- 
leridge, and a book given to 
Stephanie’s grandfather in 
1865. 

Then there were on display 
a Burmese silver bracelet 
of the 1890's; a belt made of 
beads and bells and the only 
garment worn by some Afri- 
cans twas a missionary who 
gave it to me; a Victorian 
times Marabou feather hat;

Grant MacEwan speaks 
to 4H conservation camp 


A pledge to “‘leave Al- 
berta better than you found 
it’’ has been given to for- 
mer  Lieutenant-Governor 
Grant MacEwan by young- 
sters throughout the pro- 
vince attending the ninth an- 
nual 4H Conservation Camp, 
on the James River north of 
Sundre, Alberta, 

Dr. MacEwan said he sal- 
utes those persons attend- 
ing the camp, andthe camp’s 
sponsors Alberta Power Ltd 
and Calgary Power Ltd. ‘I 
have a lot of enthusiasm for 
something of this kind, gath- 
ering in the spirit of nature 
and the need of giving nature 
some support. 

“*People have come to rea- 
lize that we are facing a 
crisis. Conservation is no 
longer a matter of morals 
it’s a matter of necessity,”® 
he said. 

Dr. MacEwan said United 
Nations predictions released 
this year show 20 million 
people will die of starvation 
in various parts of the world, 

“Our population, the eat- 
ers, human or not; are grow- 
ing away - at apretty danger- 
ous rate - from the resour- 
ces on which creatures and 
humans must depend, 

“I can’t think of anything 
more urgent than to make an 
assessment of those things 
we require for the survival 
of things of God’s making. 
We may pay taxes on land, 
but we don’t own it, 

‘We are leaseholders, 
caretakers in the house of 
God. The real house of God 
is not one made by human 
hands, It is made by the Al- 
mighty Himself,’’ the retired 
lieutenant-governor said, 

He said the imagination 
of youth, coupled with the 
challenge of conservation, 
provides a meaningful pur- 
pose for those involved with 
4H

“Tf I read history corr- 
ectly, we'll probably rise 
and fall with our soil as 
other civilizations have, Po- 
verty of soil means poverty 
of people. 

‘When you leave here, 
delve into the history of the 
relationship between soils 
and people. I have no doubt 
history will repeat itself, 
because people are thought- 
less and they are in ahurry, 


‘We're in a hurry to get 
as much net return from our 
soil and our lands as possible 
I think it’s greed,’’ he said, 
and urged 4H members to 
steer clear of “that self- 
centered goal. 

‘There is more satisfac- 
tion to you young people to 
conserve these things, ra- 
ther than converting them to 
spending money. We’re in 
just too big a hurry - and 
we’re paying the price. 

“I'm delighted to think 
that this conservation camp 
has survived to its ninth 
year ... and that you young 
people have the zeal to want 
to be here,’’ Dr, MacEwan 
said.
